Bowie Stakes 

Opening on February 12, Bowie Race Course 
announced a record schedule of stakes to be 
run during the 41-day meeting. 

The list is headed by the fourth running of 
the $100,000-added John B. Campbell Memorial 
Handicap which will be renewed on closing day, 
March 30. 

Ten stakes, two more than were held last 
year, are on the Bowie schedule, carrying a 
total added value of $260,000—the most ever 
offered by the local management. Bowie re¬ 
cently announced a minimum overnight purse 
of $3,000, the highest in the State. 

Although ten stakes were announced, only 
nine will be run at this course. The Bowie 
Breeders’ Stakes for Maryland two-year-olds will 
be run at Laurel, sponsored by the Bowie track. 

The Bowie Breeders will be contested some¬ 
time during the April 1-May 4 Laurel meeting 
on a date to be announced. The $7,500-added 
prize money will be put up by Bowie. 

Two new stakes have been added to the Bowie 
roster this season. They are the $10,000 added 
Abraham Lincoln Stakes on opening day, Lin¬ 
coln’s Birthday, and the $15,000 added George 
Washington Stakes on Friday, February 22. 
Washington’s birthday. The Lincoln is for 
four-year-olds and up and at furlongs, while 
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the Washington is for three-year-olds at six fur¬ 
longs. 

Last year, Bowie offered a schedule of eight 
stake races worth $227,500. In addition to the 
$25,000 increase in the distribution, resulting 
from the inauguration of the Lincoln and Wash¬ 
ington Stakes th:- Burch Memorial Handtr i 
was increased from $10,000 to $12,500 and the 
Southern Maryland Handicap, $15,000 in 1955, 
will carry $20,000 in added money this year.

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Preakness May 18 

The $100,000 Preakness, middle jewel in 
horseracing’s Triple Crown series, will be 
run at Pimlico Race Course for the 81st time 
on Saturday, May 18, Executive Director Louis 
Pondfield has announced. 

The Preakness is for three-year-olds over a 
distance of 1 3/16 miles. It follows the Ken¬ 
tucky Derby on May 4 by two weeks. The 
Triple Crown series is completed by the Bel¬ 
mont Stakes which annually is run in June. 
The exact date for the 1957 Belmont Stakes 
has not been set. 

Nominations for the Preakness, which last 
year drew a record 176 nominees with Fabius 
the eventual winner, close on Friday, Febru¬ 
ary 15. 

The Preakness will be the final major event 
of the long spring racing season in Maryland. 
Pimlico opens on May 6 following the Bowie 
and Laurel meetings and closes on May 18. 

The Preakness, named after one of the first 
horses to win a stakes race at Pimlico, was 
first run in 1873. Since then it has been won 
by most of America’s three-year-old champions, 
including Man o’ War, Citation, Nashua, Count 
Fleet, Whirlaway, Native Dancer, Gallant Fox 
and War Admiral. 

The Triple Crown came into being in 1919 
when Sir Barton won the Kentucky Derby, 
Preakness and Belmont Stakes. It is now the 
only series in American racing officially recog¬ 
nized by the T.R.A., and the magnitude of the 
accomplishment of a Triple Crown winner is 
illustrated by the fact that there have been 
only eight. Citation in 1948 was the last colt 
to sweep the nation’s three biggest sophomore 
tests.

WEATHER OR NOT: Except for a brief 
skirmish, the hassle over Maryland racing dates 
which usually takes place every December was 
averted when the major track operators sat 
down to evolve a 1957 calendar. The Racing 
Commission, meeting December 12, opposed a 
proposal by Donald Lillis of Bowie to open 
the Southern Maryland plant on Lincoln’s 
Birthday, February 12. D. Eldred Rinehart, 
Chairman of the commission, declared his 
board wasn’t ready for racing in February, 
insisting on a March 1 opening. 

Laurel was disinclined to go along with the 
February 12 opening, earliest in the history of 
major racing in the East. A Pimlico spokes¬ 
man called the proposal 'revolutionary and 
radical.” 

When the Commission met again six days 
later to thrash out the dates, a complete change 
of thinking was in evidence. The principals 
concerned were in complete accord on the 
February 12 opening. Two factors were instru¬ 
mental in swaying opinion in Lillis’ favor. Of 
paramount significance was the agreement by 
Bowie, Laurel and Pimlico to accept the dates 
on a five-year basis. A crowd of 19,482 which 
attended Pimlico’s December 15 closing pro¬ 
gram convinced Rinehart that Maryland fans 
would support winter racing. 

In agreeing to the revolutionary five-year 
plan, the Commission reserved the right to 
alter the schedule if the best interests of the 
State warranted it. 

After horsemen’s representatives indorsed 
the dates plan, the following 1957 schedule was 
announced: 

Major Tracks 

Bowie—February 12 through March 30; 41 
days, seven Saturdays 

Laurel—April 1 through May 4; 29 days, 5 
Saturdays 

Pimlico—May 6 through May 18; 12 days, 
two Saturdays 

Laurel—October 31 through November 12; 
11 days, two Saturdays 

Pimlico—November 13 through December 
14; 28 days, five Saturdays 

Bowie’s entire 41-day span will be conducted 
free of competition from New Jersey and 
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New York tracks. Laurel will have no compe¬ 
tition closer than New York on 28 of its 29 
days. In the fall, Laurel will have one non¬ 
competitive day. Pimlico will race in conflict 
with Garden State Park in New Jersey for one 
day in the spring but will be unopposed dur¬ 
ing its fall term. 

Minor Tracks 

Each of the five half-mile tracks will oper¬ 
ate 12-day meetings for a total of 60 days. 
The dates follow: 

Bel Air—August 12 through August 24 

Timonium—August 26 through September 7 

Hagerstown—September 9 through Septem¬ 
ber 21 

Cumberland—September 23 through Octo¬ 
ber 5 

Marlboro—October 7 through October 19 
Harness Tracks 

The four harness tracks will operate 24 
nights each for a 96-night Standardbred season. 
The dates: 

Rosecroft Raceway—May 6 through June 1 

Laurel Raceway—June 3 through June 29 

Baltimore Raceway—July 1 through July 27 

Ocean Downs—July 29 through August 24 

REACTION: With the announcement that 
Bowie would open February 12 and operate 
through what is normally considered the height 
of the Maryland winter, there was widespread 
speculation that the plant would cater to an 
abnormally high percentage of half-mile horses. 
Bowies position in this matter was compro¬ 
mised to a great extent because horsemen had 
shipped south before the dates and purse pro¬ 
gram were announced. 

Donald Lillis believes that the situation will 
be improved in the future as the horsemen now 
know the schedule for the next five years. 

After the date question was settled, the 
track announced that it would continue its 
premier attraction, the John B. Campbell Me¬ 
morial Handicap, at its present value of $100,- 
000, and that minimum purses of $3,000 will 
be offered. This new high in Maryland matches 
minimums in Florida. 

Bowie’s grandstand and clubhouse face the 
southwest, making it the best equipped of the 
three mile tracks to operate during inclement 
weather. The soil used to build the racing 
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strip was meticulously tested to determine the 
texture best suited to insure a raceable track 
in the event of freezes. 

LITTLE SPOOKY’S LITTLE PACHE: If 
you think it is only a furlong or so from the 
program sellers’ booths at Pimlico to the win¬ 
ner’s circle, ask Louis Taber, trainer of the 
Gallorette winner, Little Pache; he’ll tell you 
differently. More years ago than he cares to 
remember, Louis Taber used to peddle pro¬ 
grams at Pimlico. When Bowie opened, he 
hustled apples outside the gates and to this 
day more racetrackers know Taber as "Apples” 
than by his Christian name. There are few 
jobs around the track Taber hasn’t tried. Among 
other things, he’s handled the wooden end of a 
pitchfork, worked as a docker, been an ob¬ 
server with the Performance Analysis System 
and has served a couple terms as a trainer. 

In the latter capacity he supervises a divi¬ 
sion of Ellis Farm, owned by the Litwin broth¬ 
ers of Cincinnati. The star of the Ellis barn 
at present is Little Pache, which knocked off a 
cracking field of fillies and mares in the Gal¬ 
lorette Stakes, December 1 at Pimlico. 

With veteran Arnold Kirkland riding, Lit¬ 
tle Pache shot past Searching and Blue Ban¬ 
ner in the last of nine furlongs to win by two 
lengths. Exchanging a year of seniority for a 
break in the weights, Little Pache (112) cov¬ 


ered the distance in 1:52 3/5 over a fast 
track. The three-year-old (1956) is a daughter 
of the speedy Apache, from the Jamestown mare 
Little Spooky. She was claimed as a two-year- 
old for $10,000 after Taber had noted she 
turned in a creditable performance behind the 
sensational Swoon’s Son. 

OUT OF KIPLING: Christiana Stables’ 
good three-year-old Ricci Tavi, which is win¬ 
tering at Trainer Henry S. Clark’s farm in 
Glyndon, confounded the experts with a front¬ 
running victory in the mile-and-a-half Exter¬ 
minator Handicap, December 8. His running 
mate, Thinking Cap, is one of the better stay¬ 
ers in the country today, and when Ricci Tavi 
shot right to the lead it was supposed he was 
setting up the race for the year-older half of 
the entry. 

Arnold Kirkland had other ideas, though. 
His pace aboard Ricci Tavi was calculated to 
leave him a measure of speed to repulse his 
challengers in the final quarter mile. In wit¬ 
ness of this, Kirkland was seen to glance at 
the tote board timer the first time past the 
stands. Wise Margin tried to get at the leader 
several times but couldn’t haul down his col¬ 
ors. At the wire, Ricci Tavi was a length and 
a quarter on top, with Wise Margin second, 
and Paper Tiger another two and one-half 
lengths in arrears. Thinking Cap never gener-

ated anything approaching a threat and fin¬ 
ished sixth. 

Ricci Tavi, a three-year-old with enough 
foot to take the track from the Preakness win¬ 
ner, Fabius, covered the 12 furlongs in 2:32. 
He is from the good imported stayer, Rico 
Monte, and the Hard Tack mare, Sea Snack. 

Marking their approval of the Pimlico pro¬ 
gram embracing three mile-and-a-half races, a 
crowd of 22,349 wagered a robust $1,968,598. 

IN HIS OWN ELEMENT: Taking a cue 
from the absent Ricci Tavi, Sam Tufano’s six- 
year-old Wise Margin took the lead early in 
the two-miles-and-a-sixteenth Pimlico Cup, 
which with the Display Handicap shares the 
distinction of being the longest stakes race on 
the American flat. The son of Market Wise 
and One Ripple, by *Isolater, had Maryland’s 
leading jockey, Nick Shuk, aboard for his 
lengthy excursion. 

Wise Margin’s time of 3:37 over a track 
standing in water knocked two and two-fifths 
seconds off the Pimlico mark held by the late 
Henry L. Straus’ game Maryland-bred stayer, 
Pilaster. Thinking Cap, Next Page and Free¬ 
dom Parley shared in the minor awards. 
Though there were seven betting interests in 
the race, Pimlico received permission from the 
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Racing Commission to limit the race to win 
and place wagering. During its 29-day meet¬ 
ing, Pimlico had to dip into the breakage 
eleven times to meet minimum payoffs when 
minus pools resulted. 

MONKTON MONOPOLY. The foxhunt¬ 
ing and timber racing country of Monkton 
and My Lady’s Manor, home of the Elkridge- 
Harford Hounds, and the My Lady’s Manor 
and John Rush Streett jumping races, can also 
claim steeplechasing’s leading trainer and rider 
of 1956. Sidney Watters, Jr., the nation’s num¬ 
ber one ’chasing trainer in both money- and 
races-won, was raised on the Manor. The same 
area is home to D. M. Mike Smithwick, run¬ 
ner-up to Watters in the races-won classifica¬ 
tion with 22 victories to his credit. Watters 
saddled 33 winners. 

A. P. Paddy Smithwick, laid up much of the 
year with an injury sustained in a spill, topped 
the steeplechase jockeys with 22 winning 
mounts. After years of placing second to Frank 
"Dooley” Adams, Paddy made the top rung in 
the season which marked Adams’ retirement 
from riding. Smithwick resides with his wife 
and children on the Manor road. 

ONE FOR THE HOME TEAM: Stanley

far the best race of his freshman season in 
winning the $10,000 Dade County Handicap 
at Tropical Park, on December 22. Carrying 117 
pounds, five less than the topweighted Lucky 
George, Sags Gem had to overcome the disad¬ 
vantage of No. 13 post position to get up to 
win handily by three lengths. His time for the 
six furlongs was a crackling 1:10 2/5. The vic¬ 
tory was his third in 12 1956 starts. He also 
had three seconds, a third and $18,675 to show 
for his first year as a wage earner. 

Sags Gem’s victory was warmly received by 
the trio of Maryland ladies who own Pajama 
Tops, for Sags Gem was unable to beat their 
colt in either the Maryland Futurity or Pim¬ 
lico Breeders’ Stakes last fall. 

Both Saggy and Crown Jewel, Sags Gem’s 
sire and dam, were purchases from the Mary¬ 
land Fall Sales and $10,000 would have bought 
the pair of them. Saggy first raced in the colors 
of Mr. Sagner, who later presented the colt to 
his wife, Helen, as a birthday present. Saggy 
raced only 14 times before knee trouble beset 
him but he commanded a full share of head¬ 
line space just the same. 

In his very first start, Saggy, foaled at Green- 
tree Farm, Lexington, April 2, 1945, ran three 
furlongs in : 34 to establish a new track record 
at Gulfstream Park. He could have been 
claimed for $10,000 that day. Coming north 
to Havre de Grace, a place which remains 
close to Mr. Sagner’s heart, Saggy established 
a new world record for four and one-half fur¬ 
longs, racing the distance in :51 4/5 in win¬ 
ning the Aberdeen Stakes. 

At two, the Swing and Sway colt showed 
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six wins in seven starts, four of them stakes. 
In his only other race he was second. Of 
course, Citation topped the Experimental that 
year—at 126—but Saggy was not far behind 
at a respectable 120 pounds. 

Back at Havre de Grace the following 
spring, Saggy fired the shot heard round the 
world when he beat Citation in the Chesa¬ 
peake Trial Stakes. Saggy went right to the 
top and played no part in the misfortune which 
befell Citation when Hefty carried the Calu¬ 
met champion out on the final turn. 

Earlier in the season, Saggy won the mile- 
and-a-sixteenth E. R. Bradley Memorial by six 
lengths, carrying top weight of 122 pounds.

Saggy now stands at John and Joe Pons’ 
Country Life Farm in Belair, though still owned 
by Sagner. He sires precocious two-year-olds 
of the cut of Hi-Sag, winner of the New Jer¬ 
sey Futurity, Sags Gem, Major Pomp and 
Stan Sag.

Dec. 14. Went to Pimlico today to see a vet 
about a horse. Vet was late so decided to take 
in the sport until he arrived. The eighth race 
arrived before he did. Waiting for horse doc¬ 
tors can be expensive. 

Dec. 15. Saw Wise Margin perform master¬ 
fully to take the grueling Pimlico Cup. He just 
ran ’em into the ground. 

Dec. 18. Big day. Entertained Tommy Carr 


(Pimlico’s pressbox attache) at dinner, and the 
1957 racing dates were announced. It is only 
52 days until Bowie opens. 

Dec. 22. Enjoyed pleasant evening at Green¬ 
spring with racing folk. Only one martini was 
spilled, and it really wasn’t Kay’s fault. 

Dec. 28. Miss Susan Archer, who conducts 
the column "Pony Bits” stopped in the office 
with her copy written in longhand. Introduced 
her to an idle L. C. Smith. Ihey got along fa¬ 
mously. Mr. Fendall Clagett dropped by and the 
conversation turned at once to *Beechpark. Mr. 
Clagett feels he’s got a right smart stallion in 
this big fellow. Some very good mares are 
booked to him. 

Mrs. Louise Pascal, who has done a perfectly 
wonderful job helping Stu Sears and me in re¬ 
cent months, called. ' The hunters are back,” she 
advised, brightly. 

Knowing that the lady’s husband, Louis, had 
gone off on a wild goose chase with a shotgun 
and realizing the hazards of such an excursion, 
I could understand Mrs. Pascal’s cheerfulness. I 
gathered without asking that no one had been 
shot. 

"We’ve got a goose for you,” Louis Pascal’s 
exercise girl said.

Stephenson imported eight horses from Eng¬ 
land and France two years ago, but has had 
’absolutely no luck with them.” 

He is now standing three stallions at his 
Virginia farm and undoubtedly intends to bring 
Master Boing into his stud barn once the colt's 
racing days have ended. 

Both of the partners are young men, ap¬ 
pearing to be in their early 30s. 

Stephenson said his first objective with 
Master Boing will be the $100,000 San Juan 
Capistrano at Santa Anita on March 9. The race 
is on the grass, just as was the Washington 
International. 

"We feel,” said Stephenson, ’’that we can 
get back our money on Master Boing if he 
just wins two major stakes for us. I know 
Mister Gus couldn’t have been bought that 
cheaply, and Master Boing had no trouble 
whipping Mister Gus. The same thing goes 
for Dedicate, too.” 

When Master Boing won the fifth running of 
the Washington International to give France its 
second triumph, the American partners were 
seeing the three-year-old colt race for the second 
time. 

"We went to Paris for the Arc to see Ribot 


run last month,” said Stephenson, ’and we were 
impressed with the way Master Boing ran. He 
was fifth that race, you know, beaten just a head 
by Career Boy. And Career Boy just can’t be 
bought.” 

Godolphin Darley, a French newspaper 
columnist and Paris representative of the Fasig- 
Tipton auctioneering company, was the man 
who actually consummated the deal between 
the Americans and Andre Lombard. 

Darley, who, does not leave himself out on 
a limb in giving an appraisal of the colt, says: 
"He is an improving colt, but he is not what 
we would call fashionably bred. The Inter¬ 
national was his best race. His rider, Guy 
Chancelier, said the same thing. His sire was 
best as a four-year-old, and he, too, may be 
best next year. 

"Medium, the colt’s sire, was a good race¬ 
horse, but not exceptional. He does not rank 
among our best stallions. His dam, Madelon, 
was an excellent racemare. She was brought to 
this country to race but went back to France 
without starting because of an injury she suf¬ 
fered while being shipped. 

"Perhaps I should say we have a hundred 
more horses back home as good as Master 
Boing, but it would not be the truth. He is
